Constitutionality of the Illinois law 
regulating price of school text books] 
was attacked yesterday by Scribner & 
Sons in. a suit filed in United States 
District court against the board of edu- 
cation of La Grange, represented by 
L. K. Biliott, as president, and Fran- 
cis G. Blair, superintendent of public 
instruction in Illinois. An order re- 
straining the defendants from enfor- 
cing the law is asked in the bill. 

Although the Dill is aimed prima- 
rily at the La Grange board of edu- 
cation, it is regarded as a test suit, 

decision will affect every school 
district in Illinois. The text book 
law passed in 1917 compelled corpor- 
ations selling text, hooks to submit 
price Usts at which they would sell 
books for a five year em A pro- 
vision in the bill made it unlawful 
o sell the books at prices exceeding a 
15 per cent advance. 

In the bill Scribner & Sons claim that 
since 1917 there has been an increase 
in cost of labor and materials rang- 
ing from 100 to 600 per cent.
